a co-operative movement on the part of the farm- 
ers, the Good Roads association and the county 
commissioners and thereby get better results? The 
days of the wooden bridge and culverts are past 
and only steel and concrete structures should be 
used, and wherever possible eliminate curves and 
short turns. Tha wide sand draws are quite a seri- 
ous problem, and art certainly very objectionable 
to automobilists as well as other-vehicles. I think 
a mixture of rock and cement, or corduroj, would 
make a good solid footing, and solve this ques- 
tion -very satisfactorily 
On our main thoroughfares 


there are very few places where automobiles may 
pass without greatly retarding their speed, 
and 


one or povlbly both getting into thi> ditch, or on 
very rough ground. I don't think tnere is any 
better or cheaper way to advertise our country 
tha» to furnish our autoista with fir*t-cla*s roads, 
and I intnk \ve should make a special effort to 
encourage our commissioners"Vn this road proposi- 
tion, and if with the combined effort of all in- 
terested, we are still unable to made good roads 
for the lack of funds, then let us resort to the latt 
method—that of issuing bonds.
